The government has been 
unlucky in Ireland, and home rulers are 
encouraged to believe that the ministry 
will pass from one failure to another until 
the iiublic discredit nf their policy slmll 
make it ripe for rejection iii 
the general election everywhere. I'j\en 
in reactionary south of Kni^haiil 
the eomiiion expression is to the same 
ellect that the people arc coming roiiiiil 
to view tlnit the estahlisliment of some 
form of self goveniiiieut in Ireland is the 
only po.ssible remedy for the coiiditiiui of 
allairs which the government is unable lo 
deal witJi. As to Mr. Bright, it is of 
course out of the (|uestion that he should 
even ait with a tory party as oneof tliuin 
selves. lint it is otherwise with Ijonl 
1 lartiiigtlin, who has himself no objection 
to coalition, hut be does not believe the 
government policy will prove successful, 
and many of his friends are detormincJ 
at all events to continue to be liberals. 
It is understood that overtures have been

It has coiiliriiied 
the assertions of able correspondents who 
have tor the past year maintjuned that 
Austria was notprepivred for a war of any 
magnitude owing to internal strife and 
the p.issihility of rebellion in her own 
go\eriniienl in Hi/.goviiii and liosniaiii 
evi'iit of a breaking uul of hostilities. 
An agreement of mune kind has long ex- 
isted hetween Ooruiaiiy and .\iistria on 
one hand and itidy on the other, and Ibs- 
marck, one may reasonably stipposo, has 
lately revised the agreement with a view 
to the dangers now actually in prosjiect. 
The magnitude of the threatened danger 
is bard to realize, hrcause il has hitherto 
been liapiiils av erted. We do not reali/.o 
thi'poMerof the ^tr;iin placed upon ini 
arch until it hivaks, and only the- do wo 
perceive how great were the forces which 
it had siicci'ssfully resisted. In the same 
way the amount of effort required to 
lileserve the peace of Kurope is apt to bi' 
iiiinoiiced, hut a retrospect of the shifts 
tov.hiili llismarek, with all his profoinii! 
prosi ienre and .gigantic tenacity of pur 
|iose, has been oliliged to have resource, 
iiiiisl have coiiviuceil iny one tlnit he has 
been subject to no small pressure. At the 
beginning of liSHo, liisiiiarck was able to 
s]ieak of "sure aud intimate relations' 
between ( lerniaiiy and the two eastern 
powers two empires and to say that 
this connection formed in itself a strong 
roof and strong vault, supported by which 
each of the thl'i'C eiiijiires eouhl sustain 
niuuli that migh'l enine from any direction 
at the siuau time. The chancellor des 
cribcd the relations hetween Oermauy 
and Fnmce as better tliati thoy had been 
since the ]ii'riod hehirc IHIili. The rela- 
tions thus set forth at the hegiiiiiiiig of 
ISHo w re sii]iposeil to he still existing 
when the riiillioppulis revolutuin aston- 
ished the world.
